2. Claims 16-35 allowed. 

3. The following is ah examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A search of the prior art did not reveal a liquid crystal display apparatus 
and a controlling method comprising a combination of structural elements, more 
specifically: 

(a) Ah attachment member fixedly attached to a first side of a circuit board 
and a variable electronic element connected to the attachment member and 
having an operating mieitiber that is accessible through a hole from a second 
side of the circuit board. 

(b) A controlling method of operating the operating member through the 
hole from the other side while viewing the image.
